to see these mummies, by reason 
of 
their 
connection 
with 
the 
Exodus. 
I failed to see them two 
years ago, because they had re­ 
cently been withdrawn from pub­ 
lic exhibition. 
A dragoman named Mohammed, 
who assumed an air of great im ­ 
portance, said he would get 
me 
in. 
But they refused 
admission 
to even such an important 
per­ 
sonage as Mohammed, 
and 
he 
suffered much chagrin and hum il­ 
iation. 
Nothing short of a permit 
from the head of one of the prin­ 
cipal departments of governm ent 
would be accepted. 
Without giv­ 
ing up hope, we sought audience 
with that important government 
official, and finally found him. He 
is m inister of something; I 
for­ 
get what, but he received us 
in 
his sanctum sanctorum. 
He said 
that they adraitteck only scientists 
and professional men, and asked 
me if I was a doctor. 
I had 
to 
admit that I was only a humble 
layman, and we had to leave his 
august presence in a 
sorrowful 
mood. 
If I had only had a handle 
attached to my name, like M. D.,* 
Ph. or P. D. Q„ 1 suppose that we 
should have been admitted with­ 
out question. 
Menephtah 
was 
a 
son 
of 
Rameses II, and grandson of Seti 
I, Authentic Egyptian history says 
that a landless 
people 
left 
the 
country in the fifth year of M ene­ 
phtah, thus definitely identifying 
the Exodus with his reign. Moses 
w as 80 years old 
?t 
the 
time. 
Rameses II reigned for 67 
year.', 
and was succeeded by his 
son. 
Menephtah. 
By considering these 
facts, and the Bible account, 
w e 
learn that Moses lived for eight 
years in the palace of Scti I, and 
32 years in the palace of Rameses 
II. 
Then he killed an Egyptian 
in defense of one of his race, and 
escaped to Midian. 
All of 
this 
synchronizes with Bible chrunol- 
Igy also with the chronology 
of 
the Great Pyramid. 
It w as the daughter of Seti 
I, 
jvhq adopted Moses as her 
son. 
But “when he was come to years, 
refused to be called the 
son 
of 
Pharaoh's 
daughter; 
choosing 
rather to suffer affliction with the

than

pleasures of sin for a season; es­

Time for Bulb Exchange 


The hardy flowering bulbs are, 
for the m ost part, easily cultivat­ 
ed. 
More and a greater 
variety 
could be grown to advantage and 
satisfaction in Scott County. They 
are especially desirable for 
their 
early spring blossoms in 
March, 
April, and May before m any of 
the 
herbaceous 
perennials 
and 
annals come into flowering. 
September is the general 
bulb 
planting month, especially for the 
Jonquils, 
Narcissus 
and 
other 
early’ blooming kinds which bring 
forth their flowers as 
early 
as 
February if the winter has been 
mild and spring weather is pres­ 
ent. 
It is possible to extend the 
planting into October with satis­ 
factory 
results. 
Late 
blooming 
tulips can be planted the 
latter 
part of October and early Novem ­ 
ber, if necessary, because of the 
longer tim e in which they have to 
grow in the spring before flower­ 
ing, although this is not advisable. 
An exception to early planting 
is som e of the hardy lilies, which 
are not obtainable until late aut­ 
umn or early winter.
